Obf. With all my Heart, Roger; they are both 
very agreeable Subjects. But 1 think we ought, in 
good Manners, to give her Majefty’s Speech the Pre- 
ference ; for, in my Opinion, it muft needs give a 
peculiar Satisfaction to the good People of Britain, 
to hear from the Throne, that their Reprefentatives 
have provided for che effettual Profecition of the War, by 
large and timely Supplies; and to have her Majelty s 
Promise, That it [hall be carefully;and punttually apply'd 
to that Ufe. 7 

Country-m. Then, Mafter, I hope there will be 
nio more Occafion for Complaints of Deficiencies 
of Money or Men by Sea or Land, or of any Mif- 
managements in carrying on the War; or if there 
be, “tis plain by this, that neither her Majefty, nor 
the Nation, can be chargeable withit. 

Obf. You fay very well, Roger; and I muft ob- 
ferve in the next Place, that it muft needs be fati- 
fying to all honeft Men, to find, That the Parlia- 
liament has done her Majefty the Fuftice, to believe, 
that all which ws dear to us, ws perfe i fafe under her 
Government. This, I hope, will filence the Cla- 
mours of fome People againft the vigorous Addref- 
fes of our noble Patriots, the Lords, particularly 
that of the 1ft of AZarch laft, wherein their Lord- 
{hips thought it no Ways inconfiflent with their 
Duty to her Majefty, and their Refpett to the Lord 
High Admiral, to exprefs their Affurance, That hus 
Royal Highnefs would never fuffer other Perfons to pro- 
tect themfelucs under kis Name, from a juft Purfuit of 
Juch Faults or Negletts, as immediately tend to the RU- 
IN OF TRADE, AND THE DESTRUCTION 
OF BRITAIN.

Obf. 1 have always been of Opinion, Roger, that | good

Complaints of real Mifcarriages by thofe in Places 
ot Truft, isno Ways inconfiftent with their Duty 
to the Government, but is rather an undeniable 
Proof of true Loyalty: For, it is plain, from the 
Infiance of the late King Fames, that thofe who pal- 
hate Male-Adminiftrations, are the teft Ene- 
mics of Princes, and always pave the Way totheir 
Ruin ; for by hindering Sovereigns to have a faith- 
ful Account of Mifcarriages in the Adiminiftration, 
in Order to a Redrefs, they at laft make the Prince 
chargeable with their own Faults ; for which ma- 
ny Times Kings and Cueens fuffer. in their own 
Perfons, when the Councellors and Inftruments of 
publick Grievances, cape unpunifh’d.. This was 
plain at the late happy Revolution, when the King 
fuftain’d both the Dilirace and Damage, and yet 
not one of his il! Councellors or Inftruments was 
brought to publick Juftice ; a. criminal Negledt, for 
which thefe Nations ftill fufler ; but more by ha- 
ving eimploy’d many of thofe very Men in Places 
_Of Power and Truft: Than which, Roger, I-know 
nothing that did more fatally obftruct all the good 
ects we promis’d our felves from the Revolution, 
“particularly, that we thould for ever have been de- 
liver'd from all Danger of a Relapfe into arbitrary 





Government, and have had Juftice done us, upon 
the Authors and Executers of thofe wicked Mea- 
fures, by which the Nation wasio much oppreis’d ; 
by which fo much innocent Blood was fhed ; and 
by which our Corporations were robb’d of their 
Charters, 1n Order to deftroy the Freedom vf. Ele- 
tions, and to pack Parliaments with Officers and 
Caurt-Tools. 

Conntry-m. That's all very truce, Mafter; yet we 
have ftill a Set of People, who, if you will take 
their own Word, are ftaunch Revolution-men ; 
tho’ it be evident to all indifferent Obfervers, that 
they perfectly a¢t the fame Part with the Tools of 
the late Reigns, and charge all thofe who complain 
of ill Practices by Men in Truft, to be Malecon- 
tents, and Enemies to the Government. O! how 
they mutter’d and fretted at that Part of the Ad- 
drefs of the Lords, wherein their Lordfhips afferted, 
“* That therecannot be a plainer Proof, that fome 
** Perfons employ’d by the Lord High Admiral 
** have made the worlt Ufe imaginable of the Tru 
“he honours them with, than in their prefuming 
“to lay fuch an Anfwer as they did before the 
** Houfe of Lords in his Name, and did not give 
the leaft Hopes, that for the future any better Care 
** fhould be taken of the Trade; but on the con- 
“ trary, the whole Turn of the Anfwer feem’d to be 
“intended for expofing the Complaints of the 
** Merchants, rather than pitying their Loffes, 

Obj. 1 remember the Behaviour of thofe Men ve- 
ry well, Roger ; but, Thanks to God, our Confti- 
tution is too ftrong to fufler any confiderable Da- 
mage by their envenom’d Breath. 1 know theyare 
fo far from defiring, that Men, who are guilty of 
Jach Faults or Negietls as immediarely tend to the Ru- 
in of Trade, and the Deftruétion of Britain, fhould be 
brought to Juftice, that they are rather for having 
them encourag’d and thank’'d; but or noble Houte 
of Lords, have #s'd their atmoft Endeavours to difcou- 
rage all thofe, whofe Duty it is effectually to perform 
Services to the Nation, and yct have been guilty of 
contrary Pratlices : And as their Lordfhipsare a ftand- 
ing Part of our Senate, as well as a ftanding Court 
of fupreme Judicature, we are not to doubt, but 
that Houfe will meet with fuch Men fometime or 
other, if they don’t reform, after fo many fair 
Warnings. ‘ 

Cowntry-m. 1 want fome more-of your Remarks 
on her Majefty’s Speech, Mafter. 

Obf. My third Remark is, Roger, that her Ma- 
jefty exprefles herfelf like a moft gracious and ten- 
der-hearted Mother, when theacquaints us, ‘* That 
“ all mutt be irrecoverably loft, if ever the Defigns 
“ of a Popith Pretender, bred up inthe Prinai- 
oles of the moft arbitrary Government, fhould 
** take Place. Therefore | hope, Roger, fince the 
Lords have, in the moft carne} Manner, befought her 
Majefty, that the Sea-Affairs may always be ker firft 
ems molt peculiar Care, that thoie mtrufted, will 
take ipecial Notice ot that Claufe of the Addrefs, 
and always have our Flect fo commanded, and in 
fuch a Condition, as it may be able to.difappomt 
the French King, if he fhould think fit to renew 
the Attempt ; for her Majefty has given them a fuf-

At the fame time, Roger, I hope thofe 
in the Adminiltration will take effectual Caie to 
fupprefs fuch Pamphiets as are calculated to {pread 
arbitrary Principles and French Maxims of Govern- 
ment among uss, And we ought to beware of thofe 
who, under the Difguife of Whigs, begin already 
to fet up for a ftanding Army, howevet they pre- 
tend to reftriGt it, by being under the Care and Li- 
mitations of Parliament ; for they mult be very ill 
vers in Hiftory and Politicks, who think, that a 
ftanding Army commanded by a crafty General, 
will have any Regard to Parliamentary Limitati- 
ons. We hada fufficient Tryal of that wretched 
Beperimcte under Oliver Crommel!, and his high- 
flying Whigs, who were fo far from regarding the 
Orders and Limitations of the Parliament which 
raisd and payd them, that they prevented their 
being disbanded thetniclves, by breaking up the 
Parliament ; after which they deftroy'd' t e King, 
and overturn’d the Conftitutaon of all. the three 
Kingdoms: By whicly'tis plain, Roger, that nei- 
ther Whigs nor Tories are to be .entrufted with 
ftanding Armics. Befides, we have another In- 
ftance from General A/onk’s Conduct, who, being 
entrufted with an Army in Scotland, to keep that 
Country in Awe, and fubject to the Union that 
was forc'd upon them, did at the fame Time he 
was compelling the Scots to abjure the Royal Famt- 
ly, lay a Defign for reftoring them ; and marching 
up with his Army to England, pull d in Pieces the 
then eftablifhd Government, frem whom he had 
his Commiffion, and was {worn to maintain, and 
concluded the Scene, by reftoring King Carles the 
IJ. Tothis we may add, Reger, that in Cafe of .a

fity of it, which 1 think is very piaia from the 
great Number of Diflenters in England ; from the 
laté Addreis of the diflenting Minifters in and a- 
bout London ; fiom the Obligation it would 
upon the Church of Scocland, and from the late Ad- 
drefiés 6f the Jrifh Diflehters, to her Majetty ; 
wherein they repréefent their Incapatity to do fi 
Majelty and the Crown of England that Service 
which they have formerly done, when they lay 
iindcr no fuch Reftraint : And I believe many of 
our Whigs are fenfible of the Hardfhips put upon 
r diflenting Fami:ies,by Men being put out of in- 
our Pofts in the feveral Branches of the Revenue, 
@c. thro’ the intemperate Zeal of fome Men in 
great Pofts, who gave Orders for it, and by that 
Means did, as far as they could, purfue the Ends 
of the Occational Bill, tho’ the Bill it felf mifcarry’d, 
and tho’ they have {ince pretended to fall in with 
the Party who oppofe it. 

Obf. Why, Roger, you mult know, that AZachi- 
avel’s Politicks to divide People, in Order to rule thems, 
are more efteemd by mioft Statefinen in Ewrope, 
than all the Rules of Law.and Gofpel; for tho’ 
an entire Harmony and Union betwixt the Sove- 
reign and People, in Order to promote the Good 
of the Community, is the End why God appoint- 
ed Government, and the undoubted Intereft of the 
Prince, as well as of the Subjeét; yet we have 
found in former Reigns, that was not the Way for 
greedy Courticrs, and afpiring Favourites, to ia- 
tisfy their own Avarice and Ambition.
